“Many Infallible Proofs” 


of Christ’s Resurrection

“To whom also he shewed himself alive after his passion by many infallible proofs, 
being seen of them forty days, and speaking of the things pertaining to the kingdom 


of God.”’—<Acts 1:3. 


“Then he said unto them, O fools, and slow of heart to believe all that the proph- 


ets have spoken: 


Ought not_Christ to have suffered these things, and to enter into 


his glory? And beginning at Moses and all the prophets, he expounded unto them in all 
the scriptures the things concerning himself.’—Luke 24:25-27. 


This is the second article on 
the resurrection of Christ. Praise 
God we can believe in the resur- 
fection of Jesus Christ! This fun- 
damental doctrine of Christianity 
has nothing to fear from honest 
investigation, from intelligent con- 
sideration. The facts are so over- 
whelming they have convinced 
millions of people. They will con- 
vince you, if you investigate the 
qamatter with an honest heart, The 
evidence is overwhelming. 

Acts 1:2, 3 says that Christ 
gave commandments unto the 
a@posties whom he had chosen, “To 
whom also he shewed himself alive 
after his passion by many infalli- 

proofs, being seen of them for- 
days, and speaking of the 
. gs pertaining to the kingdom 
wf God.” The Bible claims that 
| showed Himself alive, “by 
nay ina proofs.” Any hon- 
heart should consider those 
evidences which the Bible calls in- 
ble. 


The Lord Jesus Himself drew 
and walked with two disciples 


. @mm the road to Emmaus, the day 


of His resurrection from the dead. 
Their eyes were holden, and they 
did not know who He was. He 
asked them why they were so cast 
down and they told Him that Jesus 
was dead. Some of the women 
had been to the tomb and said 
that they -had seen a vision of 
angels who said Jesus was risen 
from the dead, but they did not 
believe it. To these doubters of 
His resurrection, that  resurrec- 
tion day, Jesus said, “O fools, and 
slow of heart to believe all that 
the prophets have spoken: Ought 
not Christ to have suffered these 
things, and to enter into his 
glory?” (Luke 24:25, 26). Then 
He began at Genesis and contin- 
uing with the other books of Mos- 
es and all the prophets, “he ex- 
pounded unto them in all the 
Scriptures the things concerning 
himself.” Jesus, speaking par- 
ticularly of His own resurrection, 
said that anyone is a fool and slow 
of heart to believe, if he does not 
accept the word of the Scrip- 
tures. 

This ‘one crowning evidence of 


the truth of Christianity is cred- 
ible and reasonable, and the only 
people who do not believe it are 
those who have a heart which is, 
because of their own prejudice or 
desire, slow to believe the Bible, 
slow to listen to God’s Word. Only 
bias, prejudice, or wicked attitude 
make people doubt the resurrec- 
tion of Christ. We will consider 
some of this evidence. And the 
more you study it, the more you 
read the Bible, the more you see 
the effect of Bible Christianity in 
changing lives and hearts and so- 
ciety, the more you are bound to 
be impressed with infallible evi- 
dence that Christ rose from the 
dead. 

Jesus said, “If any man willeth 
to do his will, he shall know of the 
teaching, whether it is of God, or 
whether I speak from myself’ 
(John 7:17 R. V.). The same 
verse, in the new Confraternity 
translation of the New Testament 
by Catholic scholars, “If anyone 
desires to do his will, he will know 
of the teaching whether it is from

ble never really existed. But now 
extended inscriptions on stone and 
tablets have been deciphered in 
the Holy Land and elsewhere prov- 
ing that the Hittites were a 
mighty race of people and a great 
nation. Historical and geagraphi- 
cal details mentioned by the Bibie 
are proving true more and more 
as the facts are discovered from 
profane sources. There really 
were two cities, Sodom and Go- 
morrah, destroyed by fire from 
heaven. Their ruins are under 
the Dead Sea and graveyards have 
been found nearby the Dead Sea 
with the marks of the fire and 
brimstone on the rocks. Hiistori- 
cally and scientifically the Bible 
has proven itself to any honest 
investigating mind. 

The prophetic predictions of the 
Bible have proven it supernatur- 
ally inspired. Scores of proph- 
ecies about the Saviour were ful- 
filled to the letter. He was born 
of a Virgin, of the tribe of Judah, 
born in Bethlehem, exactly as 
prophesied. He was born at the 
very time foretold by  Danici 
9:25. In His life, in His trium- 
phal entry, in His betrayal by a 
friend, in His crucifixion, in His 
words on the cross, in His death 
on the very day foretold by fif- 
teen hundred years of Passover 
lambs dying, He fulfilled’ the 
Scriptures. Sensible people can- 
not believe that all that was an 
accident. The second chapter of 
Daniel gives an outline of world 
history with the four great world 
empires,» Babylon, Media-Persia, 
Greece, and Rome, and indicates 
the ten nations that would emerge 
from the broken Roman Empire. 
Any thoughtful man, familiar 
with these prophecies and with 
their fulfillment, is bound to be- 
lieve the Bible. 


I say that the fact that the 
Bible repeatedly states that Jesus 
rose from the dead and that this 
is one of the central tenets of 
Christianity, of Bible religion, pre- 
disposes honest and openhearted 
people to believe in the resurrec- 
tion, as they must believe other 
things taught in the Word of God, 
so long proven as credible. 


3. The Overwhelming Evi- 
dence of Christ’s Resurrec- 
tion Convinced All New Tes- 
tament Christians 

The apostles were very practical 
men, not easy to deceive. Al- 
though Jesus told them again and 
again that He would rise from the 
dead, they did not understand or 
they simply could not believe the 
truth. There is no evidence that 
a single one of the New Testa- 
ment Christians’ had much faith 
that Christ : rise from the 
dead. They /were so set in their 
conviction that Christ was dead, 
permanently dead, that even when 
they saw Him many did not recog- 
nize Him at first. Mary thought 
He was the gardener. The two 
disciples on the road to Emmaus 
in Luke 24 did not recognize Him. 
The aposties did not first believe 
when the women told them that 
He was risen from the dead. 
Doubting Thomas did not believe 
the others of the eleven when 
they told him plainly that they 
had seen and talked with the risen 
Saviour. Mark 16:9-13 discusses 
this unbelief of the _ disciples. 
“Now when Jesus was risen early 
the first day of the week, he ap- 
peared first to Mary Magdalene, 
out of whom he had cast seven 
devils. And she went and told 
them that had been with him, as 
they mourned. and wept. And 
they, when they had heard that 


1. The Character and Person 
of Christ Make It Easy to 
Believe in His Resurrection 


The proven character of Christ 
makes His resurrection from the 
dead easy to believe. He claimed 
to be deity, one with the Father. 
In the books of Isaiah, Matthew, 
and Luke, very specific claim is 
made that He was born of a vir- 
gin, supernaturally conceived by 
the Holy Spirit. All the refer- 
ences to Christ in the Old Testa- 
ment and the New  pre-suppose 
that He is God incarnate, that He 
is the God-man. That such an 
one, God come in the flesh, should 
prove His deity by rising from the | 
dead, is sensible and believable. 
Those who do not believe in 
Christ’s deity started their unbe- 
lief far earlier than that; they 
do not believe in Christ Himself. | 


Who is there in all human his- 
tory like Christ? His personality, 
His moral purity, His spiritual in- 
sight, His overwhelming wisdom, 
set Him apart as the only one of 
His kind. Jesus Christ is abso- 
lutely unique . When we compare 
with Him Socrates, or Buddha, or 
Mohammed, or Gandhi, or Lenin, 
or Shakespeare, or Napoleon, or 
Washington, or Lincoln, or Roose- 
velt, we find that there is no com- 
parison. The sages, the intelli- 
gentia, the learned of the world 
are children beside His wisdom. 
Their moral codes and systems are 
fragmentary and inadequate beside 
His sayings. The heroes of the 
world have their faults and frail- 
ties and it is taken for granted 
that Jesus Christ has neither fault 
nor frailty. He could boldly chal- 
lenge His critics, “Which of you 
convinceth me of sin?” (John 
8:46). If Jesus Christ said He 
would rise from the dead, then 
sensible people will believe it. 


2. The Bible Has Proven It- 

self Credible, so Its Account 

of the Resurrection Can Be 
Believed 


The inspiration of the Bible, the 
deity of Christ, and Christ's bodily 
resurrection from the dead all 
stand or fall together. If the Bi- 
ble be true, then the resurrection 
of Christ can be accepted by sénsi- 
ble people as a-fact. And, thank 
God, the evidence is overwhelm- 
ing for the authenticity and divine 
inspiration and infallibility of the 
Bible. 


Scientists in every field that 
touches the Bible and the state- 
ments the Bible makes are con- 
tinually accumulating evidence 
that the Bible can be trusted. The 
Bible is scientifically accurate. 
Ten times in Genesis, chapter one, 
it is declared that animals and 
plants are to bring forth after 
their kind. That is, that there 
will be variation within the spe- 
cies only. Scientists have never 
been able to break this rule. They 
mave never seen any new species 
started. The Scripture says that 
“the life of the flesh is in the 
blood” (Lev. 17:11). And now all 
medical men agree, though 150 
years ago they would have denied 
tHe statement or would have had 
no idea what it meant. The 
Scripture declares that the earth 
is hung out in space on nothing 
(Job 26:7), that it is round (Isaiah 
40:22), and that it turns on its 
axis so that at the same instant, 
in varying parts of the earth, it is 
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went into the country. And they 
went and told it unto the residue: 
neither believed they them.” 


The disciples did not believe 
Mary Magdalene. They did not 
believe those two who walked on 
the road to Emmaus and talked 
to Jesus. When Jesus sat with 
them He “upbraided them with 
their unbelief and hardness of 
heart, because they believed not 
them which had seen him after he 
was risen.” 


Even when the rest of the dis- 
ciples were convinced that Jesus 
had really risen from the dead, 
because they had seen Him and 
talked with Him, Thomas did not 
believe. John 20:24-29 tells of 
Christ’s return visit a week later 
when the doubter was convinced. 
“But Thomas, one of the twelve, 
called Didymus, was not with 
them when Jesus came. The other 
disciples therefore said unto him, 
We have seen the Lord. But he 
said unto them, Except I shall see 
in his hands the print of the nails, 
and put my finger into the print 
of the nails, and thrust my hand 
into his side, I will not believe. 
And after eight days again his 
disciples were within, and Thomas 
with them: then came Jesus, the 
doors being shut, and stood in 
the midst, and said, Peace be un- 
to you. Then saith he to Thomas, 
Reach hither thy finger, and be- 
hold my hands; and reach hither 
thy hand, and thrust it into» my 
side: and be not faithless, but be- 
lieving. And Thomas answered 
and said unto him, My Lord and 
my God. Jesus saith unto him, 
Thomas, because thou hast seen 
me, thou hast believed: blessed 
are they that have not seen. and 
yet have believed.” Thomas was 
finally convinced. But he was 
first as stubborn an unbeliever as 
any honest man could well be. 

Do not say that the disciples 

were gullible, that they wer eas- 
ily deceived. That is not true. 
Such a statement is foolisn. Ali 
the evidence that an honest man 
could require, they did require. 
They would not believe that Jesus 
had risen from the dead unfil it 
was proven beyond the shadow of 
a doubt. 
The evidence presented to the 
New Testament Christians was 
overwhelming. The worst doubter 
among them had to give up his 
doubts and accept it as a proven 
fact that Christ was risen from 
the dead. 


There were some three thous- 
and new converts added to the 
number of believers in Jerusalem 
on the day of Pentecost. Everyone 
of them was convinced of the lit- 
eral resurrection of Christ from 
the dead. That was the major 
theme of Peter’s sermon to them. 
And thenceforth the New Testa- 
ment preachers followed a regu- 
lar pattern when they proclaimed 
that Jesus was risen from the 
dead. The apostles insisted that 
they themselves had seen Him 
alive, that they had put their 
hands upon Him, had seen Him 
eat and drink. When they worked 
miracles they declared it was by 
the power of the _ resurrected 
Christ. (For example, Acts 4:10.) 
If they were filled with the Holy 
Ghost and mighty power, they ex- 
plained it as a gift from the 
risen Saviour (Acts 2:32, 33). Saul 
of Tarsus was convinced of the 
resurrection of Jesus Christ. So 
were al] of the mighty Christians 
of his day. They declared that 
they knew personally the _ wit- 
nesses—-above five hundred people 
had seen Him at one time after 
His resurrection, most of whom 
were still alive (I Cor. 15:6). 


The fact that the proof was 
overwhelming to the honest hearts 
who faced the evidence immedi- 
ately following Christ’s resurrec- 
tion is conclusive. If you, any 
honest reader, had lived at Jeru- 
salem and wanted to know the 
truth, you would have have been 
convinced that Jesus was risén 
from the dead, just as all the 
others who wanted to know the 
truth believed it then. The fact 
that all New Testament Christians 
became convinced of Christ’s res- 
urrection, and most of them 
against their will, proves that the 
evidence is beyond question and 
incontrovertible. 


4. What Were the ‘Infallible 
Proofs’ That Convinced Ev- 
erybody Who Investigated. 
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Let me remind you that Bob 
Jones College has matriculated 
this year almost 1900 students. 
Remember, 600 of these stu- 
dents are young men preparing 
for the Gospel ministry, and a 
larger number are young wom- 
en who are training to be mis- 
sionaries. If our accommoda- 
tions had been adequate, we 
could have had this year many 
more young men studying for 
the ministry and young women 
preparing for the foreign mis- 
sion field.

We have now under construc- 
tion at Greenville, South Caro- 
lina, a modern university plant, 
the first unit of which will ac- 
commodate 3000 students. This 
means that we can take care of 
the first year we move into the 
new plant a minimum of 1100 
more students than we have 
here this year. 


Please keep in mind that the 
growth of Bob Jones College is 
not due to any after-war condi- 
tions. Bob Jones College dou- 
bled its enrollment during the 
war. We shall probably never 
be able to provide accommoda- 
tions for all young people who 
wish to enroll. But we can 
provide accommodations in the 
new university plant at Green- 
ville, South Carolina, for many 
more than we could ever take 
care of in Cleveland, Tennessee. 


In Greenville, South Carolina, 
we have adequate land and it is 
our purpose to continue to ex- 
pand as long as the money 
comes in and the spiritual tone 
of the institution remains as it 
is now. We have noted with 
much interest that in the last 
few years of its rapid growth 
the spiritual life of the school

has also greatly developed. We 
believe that with our organiza- 
tion and with our special ortho- 
dox, evangelistic emphasis it 
would be possible for us to take 
thousands of students every 
year without losing anything 
that has given Bob Jones Col- 
lege such a tremendous appeal 
to orthodox, evangelical Chris- 
tian young people all over 
America and in many other 
parts of the world.

Of Christ's Resurrection 
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Christian was convinced, and that 
the truth could not successfully 
be gainsaid in that whole genera- 
tion ? 

First of all Jesus actually ap- 
peared alive, to the sight of multi- 
tudes. They saw Him face to 
face! First Corinthians 15:4-8 
gives a long list of those who 
saw Him face to face, including 
one group of over five hundred 
people who saw Him at one time. 
Read it again. 

“And that he was buried, and 
that he rose again the third day 
according to the scriptures: And 
that he was seen of Cephas, then 
of the twelve: After that, he was 
seen of above five hundred breth- 
ren at once: of whom the greater 
part remain unto this present, but 
some are fallen asleep. After 
that, he was seen of James; then 
of alj the apostles. And last of 
all he was seen of me also, as 
of one born out of due time.” 

There is no hallucination here, 
no “vision.”” Too many honest, 
hardheaded, sensible people saw 
Jesus Christ personally after His 
resurrection for it to be doubted. 


Not only did the disciples see 
Jesus after His resurrection, but 
they put their hands upon Him, 
they felt of His body, they saw 
Him eat and drink before them. 
In Luke 24:37-43 we have an ac- 
count of how Jesus convinced the 
unbelieving disciples that it was 
really He, risen in the flesh. 


“But they were terrified and af- 
frighted, and supposed that they 
had seen a spirit. And he said 
unto them, Why are ye troubled? 
and why do thoughts arise in your 
hearts? Behold my hands and my 
feet, that it is I myself: handle 
me, and see; for a spirit hath 
not flesh and bones, as ye see me 
have. And when he’ had thus 
spoken, he shewed them his hands 
and his feet. And while they yet 
believed not for joy, and wonder- 
ed, he said unto them, Have ye 
here any meat? And they gave 
him a piece of a broiled fish, and 
of an honeyeomb. And he took it, 
and did. eat before them.” 

It -was. not a ghost, a spirit, 
that appeared to the disciples! 
They saw His hands where the 
nails had torn them, and His feet, 
and felt the bones underneath. 
“A spirit hath not flesh and bones, 
as ye see me have,” He said. 
Then further to prove that he was 
there, physically, literally before 
them, He called for food “and they 
gave him a piece of a broiled fish, 
and of an honeycomb.” How fas- 
cinated and delighted they were to 
see Him pick the bones out of 
the broiled fish and eat it; they 
also saw Him eat the honey- 
comb, and lick the sweetness from 
his fingers! It was really Jesus, 
their own Saviour, the one they 
had seen and heard so often. He 
was really risen bodily from the 
dead! And they were convinced. 


Poor doubting Thomas was not 
with the other disciples the day 
Jesus rose from the dead and he 
declared that he would not be- 
lieve “Except I shall see in his 
hands the print of the nails, and 
put my finger into the print of 
the nails, and thrust my hand into 
his side, I will not believe” (John 
20:25). But when Jesus appeared 
to the disciplés, then He offered 
all the proof that Thomas wanted 
“Then saith he to Thomas, Reach 
hither thy finger, and behold my 
hands; and reach hither thy hand, 
and thrust it into my side: and 
be not faithless, but believing. 
And Thomas answered and said 
unto him, My Lord and my God” 
(John 20:27-28): 

-Every honest inquirer, every- 
one who found it difficult to be- 
lieve that Jesus had risen from 


the dead, had the proof presented | 


to him. 
There are other signs given by 
Jesus after His resurrection 


which are not recorded. For John 
20:30, 31, following the account of 
how doubting Thomas was con- 
vinced .of Christ’s resurrection, 
tell us: “And many other signs 
truly did Jesus in the presence of 
his disciples, which are not writ- 
ten in this book: But these are 
written, that ye might believe that 


Jesus is the Christ, the Son of 
God; and that believing ye might 
have life through his name.” 

These signs and evidences pre- 
sented by the Saviour are part of 
the proof of His deity, because 
they prove His resurrection, liter- 
ally, from the dead. And these 
evidences are written in the Bible 
that we may believe that Jesus is 
the Christ, the Son of God, and 
believing may have life through 
His name! 

Yes, there were many “infalli- 
ble proofs” by which Jesus showed 
himself alive after His passion. 
And Acts 1:3 adds, “being seen of 
them forty days, and speaking of 
the things pertaining to the king- 
dom of God.” 

Forty days this went on, Jesus 
appearing to His disciples, answer- 
ing their questions, teaching them, 
giving them the Great Commis- 
sion. Forty days it went on, and 
the doubting and fearing were con- 
vinced beyond any shadow of 
doubt. This was their own Sav- 
iour, risen from the dead. Jesus 
was with them long enough to ex- 
plain to them all the principal 
Scriptures concerning Himself. He 
was with them long enough to 
give detailed instructions about 
taking the gospel to all. the 
world. Forty days He was among 
the disciples and talked to them, 
and continually gave evidence of 
His bodily resurrection. 

Literally hundreds of Christians 
saw Jesus alive after His resur- 
rection. Over five hundred saw 
Him at one time. 

Peter could well say, “We have 
not followed cunningly devised 
fables” (II Pet. 1:16), and John 
could properly boast that he only 
spoke of “That which was from 
the beginning, which we have 
heard, which we have seen with 
our eyes, which we have looked 
upon, and our hands have handled, 
of the Word of life” (I John 1:1). 

Consider how overwhelming 
was that witness of literally hun- 
dreds of people who had _= seen 
Jesus after His resurrection, some 
of them again and again and 
again through a course of forty 
days’ time! The Bible rule was, 
“in the mouth of two or three 
Witnesses.” Here were hundreds 
of witnesses. Many a man has 
been condemned to death on the 
testimony of one or two eyewit- 
nesses, 

Only twelve men are required 
to agree on the jury to settle any 
important case. Here literally 
hundreds of eyewitnesses agreed 
that Jesus arose from the dead. 
Not one person ever appeared to 
say that they had seen His dead 
body after the third day, nor to 
contradict any of the evidence. 

The testimony of those witness- 
es—eyewitnesses, witnesses who 
had handled the Saviour, touched 
him, felt the prints of the nails in 
His hands and feet, saw Him eat, 
communed with Him forty days— 
that testimony was stronger evi- 
dence than any case required be- 
fore the Supreme Court of the 
United States or before any other 
court in the world. Any group of 
scientists with one-tenth of that

much evidence would accept as 
absolute fact any matter so at- 
tested. The evidence is so over- 
whelming that only those who do 
not want to believe and do not 
check the evidence reject it. No 
wonder that the Bible declares 
that Jesus “showed himself alive 
after his passion by many infalli- 
ble proofs.” 


5. The Arguments Against 
the Resurrection of Christ 
Are Unbelievable and Silly 
and Obviously Biased 

For over nineteen hundred years 
wicked people, enemies of Christ 
and of the Bible and of Chris- 
tianity, have been trying with in- 
tense zeal to disprove the resurrec- 
tion of Jesus Christ. An examin- 
ation of these arguments of those 
who deny the resurrection of 
Christ is one of the strongest 
proofs that Jesus really did rise 
from the dead. Consider the fol- 
lowing remarkable things about 
the infidels who deny the resur- 
rection of Christ and their argu- 
ments: 


(a) Consider who makes these 
Jesus Christ and murdered Him 
were the first to deny His resur- 
rection. Liars and murderers that 
they were, what honest person 
would believe their’ testimony, 
their unsupported word that Jesus 
did not rise from the dead? And 
down through the ages that is the 
kind of people who deny the res- 
urrection of Christ. The wicked, 
the profane, the drunken, the ig- 
norant, the haters of Christ and 
God and of the Bible deny Christ's 
resurrection. Car] Marx denied 
Christ’s resurrection. So did 
Adolf Hitler. So does the whgle 
Communist party. So did Lenin 
and Stalin and Trotsky. The 
resurrection of Christ is denied in 
the tavern and the bawdyhouse. 
Infidels in the pulpit deny it, to be 
sure, and then favor godless athe- 
ism and Soviet Russia over the 
Americai. way of life. Surely 
such people are not to be trusted, 
neither their moral discernment 
nor their judgment. 


Harry Emerson Fosdick denies 
the resurrection of Christ. But re- 
member that he is not a Bible 
believer, he never worships Jesus, 
he takes the part of infidels. More 
than that, his judgment is not 
reliable. Remember that he, very 
shortly before the Pearl Harbor 
attack, boldly declared for pacif- 
ism, and against armament in 
America, saying that it was ab- 
surd to think that Japan would 
ever attack America. Who would 
risk his judgment? The people 
who deny the resurrection of 
Christ are not. the people to be- 
lieve on moral issues. 


(b) The denials of Christ’s 
resurrection have never been based 
on evidence, but always on preju- 
dice. The bribed soldiers who 
guarded the tomb of Jesus said, 
“His disciples came by night, and 
stole him away while we slept.” 
Well, if they slept, they could not 
tell who got the body. That tes- 
timony would not be received in 
any court as valid evidence. No 
man is a good witness to what 
takes place while he is asleep. Not 
a single person was ever found 
who declared that he had seen 
} the body of Jesus after His third 
day in Joseph’s tomb. Not a 
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Two Absolute Certainties 
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want to consider is the certainty 
of Death. 


“It is appointed unto men once 
to die.” 


Death has always been the one 
thing above all others that has 
been the fear of all men. It has 
dogged his footsteps since the day 
of Adam’s expulsion from the 
Garden of Eden. It is the lot as- 
signed to man by God, the sov- 
ereign ruler of all, and is the re- 
sult of sin, for “the wages of sin 
is death.” 

Death is a certain event and 
has been so al] down through the 
ages since the time of man’s dis- 
obedience. No sooner is a child 
born that he begins to die. All 
must face it and escape we can- 


not, as we read in Genesis 3:19: 
“In the sweat of thy face shalt 
thou eat bread, till thou return 
unto the ground; for out of it 
wast thou taken: for dust thou 
art, and unto dust shalt thou re- 
turn.” 


How Close Is Death! 

Death is a close enemy even as 
King David said to Jonathan in 
I Samuel 20:3: “Truly as the Lord 
liveth, and as they sou] liveth, 
there is but a step between me 
and death.” It is a rude, cruel 
enemy; it robs the wife of her hus- 
band, the children of their father, 
the company of its executive, the 
school of its principal, the girl of 
her lover. It enters the most ex- 
clusive society without an invita- 
tion, removes the young, the old, 
the men as well as women, the 
rich as well as the poor. It dis- 
arranges the best-laid plans with- 
out even an apology. Death: is 
an international, untiring enemy. 
There is not a country which he 
has not visited, not a valley into 
which he has not gone, not a 
mountain which he has not scaled, 
even dizzy heights of the majestic 
clouds are among his haunts. He 
continues his ghastly work at all 
seasons; spring, summer, fall and 
winter are all one alike to him 
and he stubbornly refuses to re- 


lease his clammy grip upon his 
victims. 

But praise God, he is also a 
vanquished enemy! The Lord 


Jesus through death rendered him 
powerless who has ‘the power of 
death: He “hath abolished death, 
and hath brought life and im- 
mortality to light through the 
gospel” (II Tim. 1:10). 

Thousands of years have passed 
and rolled away since God ereated 
man in His own image and placed 
him in the garden, since God 
gave him his place and position 
upon the earth, which might have 
continued to be a spotless earth 
had not man by sin and thereby 
sorrow, made it a land filled with 
trouble and woe. Death gained 
its entrance into the world through 
man’s sin as we read in Romans 
5:12: ‘“‘Wherefore, as by One man 
sin entered into the world, and 
death by sin; and so death passed 
upon all men, for that all have 
sinned.” There have been mil- 
lions who have played their part 
on life’s stage and only two of 
them have escaped death’s icy 
grasp. By faith one was not found 
for God took him. He was trans- 
lated, but before he was trans- 
Jated he had this testimony that 
he walked with God. And an- 
other traveled upwards in a char- 
jot of fire, into the skies. These 
two, Enoch and Elijah, escaped 
the lot of all mortals. All others 
have gone down before its at- 
tacks. 

The grim reaper takes the 
young as well as the old—he is 
no respecter of persons. The 
larger half of mankind dies be- 
fore or soon after birth; another 
large percentage dies in early 
youth or in the prime of life, and 
those who reach the allotted span 
of threescore and ten are com- 
paratively few. 

“God,” says Gurnall, “to pre- 
vent all escape, has sown the 
seeds of death in our very consti- 
tution and nature; we need no 
feller to come with a hand of 
violence to hew us down, but we 
have within our bodies those seeds 
that will finally bring us to the 
grave.” | 
How Foolish 3 Ignore the Inevit- 

able Fact of Death! 
4 The length of our lives at the 


most is but a few short years. 
Only a few fleeting years and 
then we will be among the innum- 
erable forgotten dead, as far as 
the world is concerned. Each of 
us form but a drop in the great 
ocean of life. 
part, but none of us are so im- 
portant that we cannot leave. We 
must all die, and we die but once. 
“It is appointed unto men once 
to die.” 

It is estimated that we take 
seventeen thousand breaths in a 
single day, but you will take but 
one last breath. We perform many 
tasks, but we will perform but 
one last task. We utter hundreds 
of words, but one last word. No 
matter who you are, where you 
are; no matter how much you try 
to escape; no matter how good 
or how bad you may have been, 
when death at the appointed hour 
knocks on your door, that door 
must be opened, and there is no 
power on earth that can keep it 
closed! 


However, many people do not 
seem to realize that one day 
they must die. They seem to 


think that they are so important 
that the world cannot go on with- 
out them. You see such people 
on every hand going about as if 
they were going to live forever— 
making great preparations for 
this life, but making exactly none 
for the life to come, absolutely no 
preparation for the time when 
they must step from this world 
into the next. They rush madly 
down the broad highway of life, 
living in open sin and shame, lit- 
tle realizing that a dark valley 
lies at the end of the road and 
very dark it is—heart-breakingly 
dark for the man who knows not 
God and has not experienced the 
rich grace of eternal life which 
He so freely offers to all. Sud- 
denly they are brought face to 
face with death, the bow is bent, 
and the fatal arrow is unloosed 
and another soul leaps into the 
awful eternity of outer darkness! 

In most cases they know that 
their dying hour has come and 
they know that they are unpre- 
pared! When a man comes to 
die, he is wont to feel, with a 
vividness of impression wholly un- 
known before, the utter shortness 
of life and the unspeakable value 
of time. The man may be rich 
and popular in the world; he may 
have a high position, but as he 
stands upon the brink of death 
and tries to pierce the darkness 
of the boundless eternity that 
stretches before him, 
its riches and pleasures sink into 
utter insignificance, and he won- 
ders how he could have been so en- 
ticed by its glittering toys, by 
its praises and cheer which are 
now all past. It is like finding 
that the necklace you thought was 
of such wonderful pearls after all 
is of nothing but cheap paste. He 
no longer wants its money; he no 
longer wants its position; he no 
longer wants its flatterers, but 
the one thing that he wants now, 
and the thing which the- world 
cannot give, is life! 

Many a man has gone and 
many a man will go regretfully 
as did Voltaire, who after spend- 
ing a long life in blaspheming the 
Saviour, and opposing His gospel, 
as he lay upon his deathbed said 
to his physician: “I will give you 
half of what I am worth if you 
will give me six months of life.” 
How Vain Are Youth, Wealth, 

Worldly Fame or Pleasure 
When We Face Death! 

Another thing which the man 
apart from God is often made to 
realize at that solemn hour is that 
there is nothing in this world to 
satisfy the wants of the immor- 
ta] soul. Man has always sought 
for things in this world to make 
him happy and when he has gotten 
them, they have brought only 
misery and woe. Money cannot 
give true happiness, position can- 
not give it, entertainments of this 
world cannot give it—in short,

the world, 


there is nothing in this world that 
can produce true happiness. And 
when a man comes to die he finds 
out his mistake too late. 


All the things that surround 
death: the manner of dying, the 
time of dying, the place of death, 
are for all of us uncertain. But 
the fact that we shall al] indivi- 


comes to take those who love Him 
before death occurs, is absolutely 
certain, The certainty of death 
stands out in weird contrast with 
the uncertainties that surround 
it. 

Those of you who are now young 
and strong wil] find in that hour 
that you are not too young nor 
too strong to die. Those of you 
who are living securely in sin will 
find out that “it is a fearful thing 
to fall into the hands of the liv- 
ing God.” (Heb. 10:31). And 
those of you who are trusting in 
a moral life will find that you 
are trusting in a foundation of 
sand. 


For the Christian, death is not 
to be feared. It is rather to be 
longed for, as the Apostle Paul 
says, “For to me to live is Christ, 
and to die is gain” (Phil. 1:21). 
Death for the believer opens a 
new door, and he passes from be- 
hind the dark curtains into the 
glorious sunlight of God’s pres- 
ence! If in life we have beheld 
the face of Jesus, in death the 
glory of His face will change into 
the same image and our glorious 
Lord will be glorified in us! Death 
may be a grim monster for the 
unbeliever but for the Christian 
he is a conquered foe. Death in 
its substance has been destroyéd, 
aitd only the shadow remains. The 
shadow of a dog cannot bite; the 
shadow of a sword cannot kill; 
and the shadow of death cannot 
destroy. Death is not a dark val- 
ley for the believer to remain in, 
but a tunnel which leads to the 
land of glory where Jesus has 
gone to prepare a place for those 
who love Him. The Lord Jesus 
broke its power and snapped its 
dark chain by His own death and 
resurrection and now with the 


Apostle Paul we can say, “O 
death, where is thy sting? oO 
grave, where is thy victory?’ 
(I Cor. 15:55). ~ 


The Bible is not a book of death, 
but a book of life, everlasting life 
through Jesus Christ our Lord. It 
tells us in many repeated and un- 
mistakable terms of the dread 
reality of death, but it proclaims 
still more loudly the wonderful 
power of life which Jesus freely 
offers to all. 

II. The Certainty of Judgment 

“But after this the judgment,’ 
says the text. 

Now death does not end all, al- 
though many wicked men would 
like this to be true and try to 
fool themselves and others by say- 
ing that death does end all. There 
is one more thing which all men 
must face, and that is the judg- 


ment. “But after this the judg- 
ment.” 
The Bible Often Foretells a 
Judgment 


No matter how much man may 
try to escape it, and no matter 
how much he denies the reality 
of it, nevertheless the Bible teach- 
es in clear and unmistakable” 
terms thatthere isatime of judg- 
ment coming. There are many 
such passages as these: Acts 
17:31, “He hath appointed a day, 
in which he will judge the world.” 

Romans 2:16, “In the day when 
God shall judge the secrets of 
men by Jesus Christ according to 
my gospel.” 

Romans 14:12, “So then every 
one of us Shall give account of 
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himself to God.” 

Revelation 20:12, “And I saw 
the dead, small and great, stand 
before God; and the books were 
opened: . and the dead were 
judged out of those things which 
were written in the books,” and 
verse 15: “Whosoever was not 
found written in the book of life 
was cast into the lake of fire.” 


Ah, yes, God keeps books and in 
God's accounting department 
there -is no mistake: the good 
goes down with the bad; the rec- 
ord is clear, and sinful man must 
face that record! 

There will be no rehearsing of 
creeds, no investigation of orthod- 
oxy, at the judgment seat. The 
only thing that matters is your 
relation to Christ. And that re- 
lationship is determined in, this 
life upon this earth. Only lost 
sinners will stand before the 
judgment seat. The redeemed will 
not stand before it because they 
have been cleansed by the blood 
of Christ. 

Man is not compelled as to the 
kind of life which he lives in this 
world. He is given a free choice. 
He can accept the life which 
God offers and tread the path 
that has its end in Heaven and 
its glories, or he can reject Christ 
and travel the path that leads to 
Hell and its agonies. There are 
two paths set before every man 
in life, and directly at the cross- 
roads stands the cross upon which 
Jesus suffered and died for the 
Sin of the world, that sinful man— 
vile, filthy, debauched, degraded 
though he may be—may have 
everlasting life as a free gift. 
The cross planted squarely at the 
crossroads is placed there to pre- 
vent every man who will look and 
trust, from going to Hell and de- 
struction. So that every man who 
goes to that awful place goes 
there because he himself chooses 
to do so. . because he has re- 
jected the gift of love and has 
wilfully accepted the wages of 
sin! And every man who comes 
before the judgment seat of God 
clothed merely in the filthy rags 
of his own righteousness does so 
because he has wilfully and de- 
liberately rejected the Lord Jesus 
and has chosen the path that leads 
to the lake of fire. 

A man can allow himself to be 
wholly absorbed in minding the 
desires and catering to the things 
of the flesh, and if he does he will 
find himself after death made 
and formed according to _ this 
world and wholly unfit for the 
Kingdom of God! 

Every man must give an ac- 
count of himself there. You per- 
haps doubt this but this is what 
Scripture says: “So then every 
one of us Shall give account of 
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himself to God.” (Rom. 14-12), 1 
believe that at that time every 
man will have a perfect memory 
and that every mean, low-down 
trick that he has ever done, every 
Sin that he has ever committed 
will flash through his mind at a 
moment of time and he wil] be 
condemned by his own testimony! 

Secret Sins Will Be Judged 

Scripture also says that every 
secret thing shall be judged. “In 
the day when God shall judge 
the secrets of men by Jesus 
Christ according to my gospel.” 
(Rom, 2:16). 


You may sit before me, secure 
in your minds that I know not 
the things that yoy have done: 
that your best friends know not 
Some of the things which you 
have done; and even those nearest 
and dearest to you know not some 
of your rotten deeds and thoughts 
and desires! But God knows and 
one day we shall all know, “For 
there ig nothing covered, . that 
shall not be revealed; neither hid. 
that shall not be known . . and 
that which ye have spoken in the 
ear in closets shall be proclaimed 
upon the housetops.” (Luke 12: 
2, 3). 

One day we shall all know those 
secret things for they shall al] be 
made manifest. You may debauch 
your being, live in filth like a 
beast, but one day you must face 
the record and render an account! 
You may squander your money in 
a poker den or tavern and rob 
your wife and children of what 
is rightfully theirs. You may pol- 
lute your bodies and poison your 
children with our own contam- 
inated blood! You may live in 
lust and passion like a beast; you 
may wallow in the mud like a 
hog. You may go into these hog- 
pens—into these holes in the wall; 
these dark, dingy, lousy, low-down 
stinking places, reeking with the 
stink of rotten liquor, that they 
call saloons, and spend what lit- 
tle money you have been able to 
earn, beg or borrow, upon some 
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Young Doctor In Germany 
‘Saved By Sword Literature 
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today. The food is here, the daily 
speech. And we thank the Amer- 
ican people for all the generous 
help, what ic has given to the 
German people in the last time. 
My hope is that all the men in 
the world recognize that Christ is 
the Lord and Saviour and do what 
God will.

“And I heard 
a great voice out of heaven.” 
Make sure the voice that com- 
mands your footsteps is out of 
Heaven—not the decision of men. 

His voice demands instant ac- 
tion. His voice pronounces the 
direction. His voice describes the 
exact procedure in the exact place 
of service. His voice predicts suc- 
cess by His power. 

Men, if you have ever heard the 
voice of our Lord, you will become 
witnesses. Each chosen man is 
not to be a monastic recluse, but 
a burning torch. God's fire was 
never meant to be boxed in by 
church walls, but to enflame a 
world with His gospel. Each lo- 
cal church group is not to be a 
self-sufficient and _ self-satisfied 
entity, but rather only a vortex 
from which circulates the far- 
reaching fire of God. 

The New Testament action was 
concentrated in the word, “Go.” 
The New Testament direction was 
“to the regions beyond.” The New 
Testament procedure was multi- 
plication and addition... “breaking 
bread from house to house” and 
“the Lord added to the church 
daily such as should be saved.” 
They did not build perpendicular- 
ly, but rather horizontally. The 
church was not purposed to he a 
gircumference of people looking

out. God is everlastingly com- 


manding men to move on and out 
“to the regions beyond.” Action 
prevents stagnation. Young men, 
don’t be satisfied with four walls, 
sixty saints and security, when 
you can have a whole country for 
conquest t~ His glory. It is said 
that there are ten thousand re- 
tired servants of God in southern 
California as against a few Jaf- 
frays that jog the jungle for 
Jesus. We have missed His voice 
of action, direction and procedure. 

His voice sings into your soul 
with the nostalgic loveliness of an 
intimate Friend; wings into your 
heart with the compassionate 
grace of God; and yet it rings 
into your ear with the authorita- 
tive blast of a General's com- 
mand. Men, we cannot escape it. 
We must not evade it. We must 
become 
His Witnesses Unto All Men 

Think of it! His witnesses to 
all men of what we have seen 
(His face) and heard (His voice). 
Ambassadors! Representative! 
Advance men! What an honor! 
God give us the faith of Abram; 
the courage of Elijah; the audac- 
ity of Samson; the utter trust of 
David; the death-defying deter- 
mination of Daniel; the stark sub- 
mission of Stephen, and the tra- 
dition-shocking aggressiveness of 
Paul, coupled with the Holy Spirit 
stature of Simon Peter. 

God fully equips the man He 
chooses. He can say, “His Word 
was in my mouth as a burning 
fire.” He is “filled with the 
Spirit”; “led by the _ Spirit’: 
“taught of the spirit—fully equip- 
ped by God through His Spirit, 
our Holy Guest. 

I have often wondered why God 
did not plan to use mighty or- 
ganizations to accomplish His will 
in the world. Knowing first that 
“many men” are seldom unani- 
mously open to God’s will, and 
knowing, second, that God does 
not need “many men” to assist His 
power, we conclude that God 
would certainly rather have one 
man—single-purposed, utterly 
yielded, unfettered—than a mass 
of mighty men organized to skim 
off a portion of His glory. 

God wants YOU. Be not dis- 
couraged because the crowds of 
men have forsaken Him. He is 
not looking for crowds ef leaders 
to conquest for Him. He always 
chooses a man. Organizations, 
systems, assemblies—all have a 
place; but when God leads out to 
new victory, He chooses a man. 
Be that man! 

It is said that when Cromwell's 
empire found itself so short of 
silver that they could not make 
coins, he sent out men to search 
for any available silver. The men 
refurned to the emperor, explain- 
ing that the statues of the saints 
in the great cathedrals were made 
of silver. It was then that Crom- 
well issued this order: “Let us 
melt down the saints and put them 
into circulation.” 

Let Him put you into circula- 
tion, “for thou shalt be his witness 
unto all men.”

single Christian was ever found to 
eonfess that the apostles and oth- 
er converts had conspired to pre- 
tend that Jesus had risen from 
the dead. Were these hundreds of 
people who said they saw Jesus 
alive all liars and deceivers? And 
would they go to their death for 
the lie? Such an idea is silly 
and unbelievable. Many any ex- 
pedition has tried to find Joseph’s 
tomb, and then to prove by chem- 
ical analysis that a body there 
decayed. (Even that would not 
prove that the body of Jesus was 
the one which decayed there). 
But they have never found the 
Slightest evidence to  substan- 
tiate any such theory. The rea- 
son some people do not believe 
in the resurrection of Jesus Christ 
is simply that they do not want 
to believe it, are determined not 
to believe it, despite the. evidence. 
(c) These suppositions invent- 
ed by infidels who try to account 
for the apparent resurrection of 
Christ are silly. They are so silly 
and unconvincing that unbelievers 
themselves can never agree. They 
are always trying to Tind some 
new and, they hope, more plaus- 
ible answer tc the evidence that 
Christ rose from the dead. Every 
infidel, every modernist, has his 
own theory, but none of the 
theories satisfy even the infidels. 
“His disciples came by night, 
and stole him away while we 
slept,” said the soldiers. Then why 
did not the Jews find his body? 
They hated the Christians so 
much, and the Christian movement 


was doing them so much harm. 
that surely they did everything in 
their power to find the body of 
Jesus. That would have stopped 
Christianity at its source. They 
never found any such body, never 
claimed to. In fact, the leading 


Jews themselves did not believe 
that Christ’s body had been stolen 
away. Many of the chief priests 
themselves were converted later 
and others, though convinced in 
their minds that Jesus was the 
Messiah, still hated Him, as lost 
sinners do today when they reject 
Him. 

One theory says that Jesus did 
not really die on the cross but 
only swooned, and after sonie time 
in the grave he revived and came 
forth and appeared to His disci- 
ples. They treated Him and He 
was restored to health’ Consider 
first that this is only a guess, 
without any evidence in the world 
for it. Then, it is not reasonable 
to suppose that Jesus could be 
alive after being taken down from 
the cross. After six hours He had 
hung there. Before the crucifixion 
He had been scourged with a Ro- 
man cat-o’-nine-tails, which in it- 
self sometimes produced death. 
Then, when he gave up the ghost, 
openly said, “Father,( into thy 
hands I commend my spirit. Every- 
body was convinced he was dead. 
They stuck a spear into His side 
and into His heart and there flow- 
ed out blood and water. Still He 
hung there on the cross, until Jo- 
seph of Arimathaea could go to 
see Pilate, and Pilate could be as- 
sured by the centurion that Jesus 
had been some time dead. Then 
Joseph took the body down from 
the cross. The body was wrapped 
in linen and spices and left in the 
tomb. The centurion declared He 
was dead. The soldiers believed 
Him dead. The Jewish rulers 
4hemselves were convinced that 
He was dead. Joseph of Arima- 
thought so. Mary His 
mother believed it. Al] the disci- 
ples believed that He had died. 
Jesus Himself had declared again 
and again that He would die on 
the cross. In view of the spear 
in His side and witness of all the 
Old and New Testament, it is fool- 
ish to suppose that Jesus did not 
actually die on the cross. 

Another theory of infidels is 
that the disciples had hallucina- 
tions and visions and _ simply 
thought they saw Jesus. But how 
strange that hundreds of people 
could have the same vision! And 
how strange that Jesus should ap- 
pear to them again and again! 
And it is particularly improbable 
that the disciples should have hal-

lucinations aiid ‘think they. saw 
Jesus alive when none of them 
expected Him to rise from. the 
dead. All of them had to be con- 
vinced, against their former con- 
victions, that He was really alive 
from the dead. And halucinations 
do not reappear again and again, 
day after day, to hundreds of peo- 
ple, for forty days and always 
remain ihe same! And hallueina- 
tions do not eat and drink in the 
presence of people, as Jesus did! 
No, such a silly supposition can- 
not merit the support of intelli- 
gent people. 

Other wicked people say that 
the disciples agree, all of them, 
tc lie about it and to say that they 


saw Jesus. But consider’ that 
these disciples were not liars. 
They were good people. Enemies 


ot Jesus were haters and murder- 
ers and liars, but not these good 
men and women who were willing 
to die for the gospel and went 
everywhere preaching the Word. 
They gave up home and comforts 
and friends, they spared not their 
lives unto death in order to wit- 
ness that Jesus rose from the 
dead. To believe that it was only 
a lie, and that every single one of 
them stayed with the lie until his 
death, is silly and unbelievable. 
Besides, believing a lie does not 
make drunkards s@ber, does not 


make harlots pure, does not make 
profane people holy. What the 


gospel did for New Tstament 


Christians and what the gospel 
has done for millions down through 


the years could not be the result 
of a lie. 


All the silly arguments of those 
who try to explain away the proof 
that Christ rose from the dead 
are not worthy of the credence of 
thoughtful peopie of the world. 

The evidence that convinced all 
New Testament Christians and 
has convinced many millions of 
others since that time is enough 
to convince any earnest and hon- 
est person who is willing to do 
right and has his heart open to 
the truth of God. 


6. The One Best Way to Know 
That Jesus Is Alive Today Is 
to Try Him as Saviour! 


I do not say that wicked men 
who do not love the truth and do 
not plan to follow it will always 
be convinced of the deity of Christ. 
God turns people over to a repro- 
bate mind that they may Delieve 
a lie and be damned, when they 
repeatedly and intentionally re- 
ject the light He gives. That is 
the clear teaching of Romans 
1:21-32. Why should God reveal 
His truth to people who would 
not follow it if they had it? John 
3:19-21 says, “And this is the con- 
demnation, that light is come into 
the world, and men loved darkness 
rather than light, because their 
deeds were evil. For every one 
that doeth evil heteth the light, 
neither cometh to the light, lest 
his deeds should be reproved. But 
he that doeth truth cometh to 


the light, that his deeds may be 
made manifest, that they are 
wrought in God.” The reason in- 
fidels and modernists are  con- 
demned is not because they cannot 
believe the truth, but rather they 
will not believe the truth. 

But those who want to know the 
truth and are willing to follow it 
can find the truth. If you want 
to know quickly and surely that 
Jesus rose from the dead, whether 
He is the Saviour, God incarnate, 
whether the Bible is His Word 
and true, then set out to read 
the Bible carefully 
fully.
